The suggestion by Mayor Irvin at 
ihe meeting of the city toimWl this 
week that the council consider the 
garbage collect ion question is both 
timdy and important. There is not 
a question 
in Rushvflle 
which de­ 
serves the earnest consideration of 
the coum-ilysen so much as this one 
because it is a problenn 
which can 
not l»e tem|ibrized with. 
It must be 
solved. 
The only solution appears to he a 
eitv garbage collection system which 
will insure the gathering up of 
all 
garbage free ofJcharge because la ay 
other scheme will 
not be $ ,atisfa,e- 
tory. It would seem tb W the dittv 
o f the city government, in guarding 
the public health 
and 
welfare, to 


insure the eoHeetion of mil garbage 
in order to have the be^t sanitary 
conditions obtainable ,and the 
oniy 
way is a free system. 
The suggestion of the mayor is 
timely 
because 
the 
city 
council 
makes up its 
annual 
budget next 
month and at that time, councilmen 
may determine approximately how’ 
much will be required to conduct a 
garbage collection system, and if a 
special tax levy is required, it can 
be made 
fhat l*me when the levy 
is figured for the year 1921. To be­ 
gin preparations at once means 
to 
make certain - a cleaner 
city next 
summer. 
Many Rdshville people 
will 
bear 
witness to the fact tttat they 
have 
not been able to have their garbage 
hauled away this summer. Garbage 
collectors Wave been scarce as well 
as independent. 
They 
call 
when 
they please and take all or part of 
what 
left for 
them, just as it 
suits their fancy. 


But ttfat is not half the 
story. 
People who do not feel they 
can 
afford the expense of having 
their 
ghrbage hauled away, throw it in 
the alleys, 
their back yards or in 
vacant lots, 
ft is impossible to ap 
proximate the damage 
which might 
resPlt from such conditions as this 
Such things breed 
flies and 
help 
spread diseases 
which 
need never 
exist if a little more precaution is1* 
taken. 
The visiting 
nurse appeared be­ 
fore the city council

ago and pleaded for a garbage col­ 
lection system.

Selling Surplus Food 
When the 
congress m convened a 
year ago the war department 
had 
immense stocks of canned 
food­ 
stuffs in storage purchased prior to 
t‘hf> armistice for the maintenance of 
dhe army. These enormous supplies 
the war department 
purposed 
at 
first to dispose of in Europe, 
ac­ 
cording to the,jrtatement of Newton 
I). Baker, secretary of war, 
who 
claimed that tbere was “onlv a lim- 
ited market in the United States.” 
The congress promptly passed a re­ 
solution directing 
the w'ar depart­ 
ment to place these goods on sale 
in the United States.

Stir it into a quart of milk with 
four tablespoonfuls of sugar, ami boil 
until thick.
